The sieateat air manoeuvres ever held in this coun- 
-try.were completed yesterday, over 900 aero- 
planes having participated. 

At the conclusion of Saturday’s manoeuvres, ‘the ; 
objective of which was an air raid on London, 
the British Air Ministry. issued an. official com- 
munique stating that the defence had been ef- 
fective and that only an insignificant number 


of planes had succeeded in reaching the city. 


According to ‘the observations of 
the directing officers, the majority 
of the planes were either shot down 
by anti-aircraft gunners or com- 
pelled to withdraw. 

The’ manoevures did not pass 
without accidents and casualties. 

In Barton, Suffolk, a heavy bom- 
ber of the 37th squadron lost its 
bearings in the darkness and fog, 
crashed into a tree and caught fire. 


The crew of five, including three |. 


officers, lost their lives. 

In Blackmore, Essex, a bomber of 
88th squadron crashed, killing one 
member of the crew, while the pilot 
and observer rescued themselves 
‘by parachutes. 

A third machine was destroyed 
in Molbourne, Cambridgeshire, but 
the pilot and the gunner both suc- 
ceeded in escaping. 

Three other planes crashed, but 
in each cage the crew landed safely 
by parachute. The weather con- 
ditions were extremely unfavour- 
able throughout the manoeuvres.
